Cabdriver*, hotelkeepers and 
other semi-public servants, rendered 
service uuder protest, and even turned 
down Am erican trade in some instances. 
Now, however, they have found out 
that they are paid, a thin* they did not 
seem to be used to, aud finding Ameri­ 
can official promises carried out, they 
accept the new sovereignty cheerfully. 
Compulsory vaccination created some 
opposition among the natives at first, 
but its beneficial effects being apparent 
it has also been accepted. 
Lieutenant 
Eberly says 
that 
the 
health of Manila is exceptionally good 
aud that even among the troops on 
shore, there was little sickness from 
anything but heat prostration. 
One of the most important naval 
moves has been the distribution of the 
13 little "tiuclads” among the big ves­ 
sels of the fleet on the various stations. 
Through these small craft, he says, 
there is an effective blockade of the 
whole of Luzon aud some boats have 
beeu sent to Mindanao, Negros, Cebu 
aud Palawan. 
Most of the smuggling 
of arms, ammunition and food since 
the arrival of the American squadron 
has been done iu small schooners known 
as “banker*,” which can run through 
the island channels where the fleet 
could not follow them. 
The “Unclad” 
patrol boa! s have been doing business 
witn those skimmers of the seas re­ 
cently, one i>atrol boat rounding up 13 
“ bankers’’ on a single trip. 
It is 
thought that in a short time Aguinaldo 
will be reduced to a supply of purely 
homemade ammunition. 
The soldiers in aud around Manila are 
now well housed iu permanent quarters 
or neipe houses, which are built on a 
bamboo framework aud are cool aud 
dry. Even on the outworks the soldiers 
had comfortable palm huts before the 
rain set in, aud, except for the intense 
heat, were verv comfortable.

The 
same day Lieutenant Larsen, command­ 
ing the Napidan, found a long missing 
Spanish gunboat which had been cov­ 
ered with bushes aud fishnets so as not 
to resemble a vessel, 
The Filipinos 
having met reinforcements aud think­ 
ing that the Americans had evacuated 
the town, descended from the hills in­ 
tending to reoccupy Calumba. 
Gen­ 
eral Hall easily drove them back. 
General Hall will leave a garrison at 
Calamba. 
It was reported in Filipino circles in 
Manila that the insurgents recently re­ 
ceived consignments of saltpeter aud 
lead from Japan. 
The insurgents had 
beeu experiencing many difficulties in 
the manufacture of good powder, that 
which they produced lacking power of 
penetration aud range. 
The two friars who were recently ar­ 
rested here on suspicion that they were 
tile bearers of messages to Aguinaldo 
from the Filipino junta at Hongkong 
was liberated for want of evidence upon 
which to prosecute them.

The preseuce of the troops had a de­ 
pressing effect upon the rioters.

The 
horsing of this b attery with native 
b ulls is the most unique ami pictur- 
osque thing lu the army. 
Don’t for a 
moment think these b ulls and their ca­ 
pacity for traveling are to b e compared 
with au ox train on the plains in the 
early days you aud 1 so well remem­ 
b er. 
These are trotting b ulls. 
The 
other day the b attery was yoked up 
and was in Itattery three miles away 
io 2.0 minutes. The men In the b attery 
are very proud of their b ull teams and 
carefully groom them. The other day 
I saw one of the men mounted on a 
b ull, 
artillery 
saddle, 
herding 
the 
b unch. 
One tried to b reak the herd, 
and the mounted b ull Jumped ditches,, 
outran the other and In all things com- 
porte<l himself as well as any herd po­ 
ny could do. 
“1 have now b een In these Islands 
nearly eight months, and up to date I 
have seen more delightful weather 
than 1 ever saw b efore In any country 
in the same time. When 1 think of tlie 
b eautiful homes at Los Angelos and at 
Passadeua, Cal., with their sub tropical 
vegetation, I cannot help thinking that 
when the same kind of men take hold 
of these Islands they will b e the most 
delightful spots lu the w’orld. 
*T always suffered from catarrh In 
the States. 
Now I would not know 1 
had a nose If the city was thoroughly 
policed. 
1 look forward to the tlim* 
when there shall b e American homes. 
American 
families 
and 
America u 
schools here, i want to see American 
Ideas grafted on to this native stock, 
and 1 b elieve the graft will grow aud 
b ear fruit. Catch these natives youug, 
and they can b e made, the rank and 
file of them, useful citizens, b ut what 
can you expect when lab or Is not con­ 
sidered honorab le, when the foreigner 
would not get up to help himself to a 
cigar on a tab le lu the same room, b ut 
will call for a servant to get It for him V 
I am proud of the fact that In America 
Lincoln stands for honest lal>or aud 
its Just reward. 
We must show these 
.pi*ople b y ob ject lessons the honor 
which is in h(» nest lab or, the delights 
of American home life ou the farm ami 
the dignity of owning your own farm 
and living on it. 
“1 have met many inquiries as to 
when are the Amorioans going to es­ 
tab lish schools. These people are anx­ 
ious to learn and want scln)ols, ami 
after the lighting Is over nothing our 
people can do wouhl meet a (¡uicker or 
more 
gratt'ful 
respouse 
than 
free 
schools. 
I fully b elieve that the rate 
of wages [» aid is tlu‘ real criterion b y 
whi<’h to judge of the condition of a 
peo[» le. 
Not far from Iloilo Is a plan­ 
tation—sugar. The owner, a foreigner, 
paid .ft Mexican, or $2 United Slates, 
a month for his lab orers. 
Just think 
of lt-.f2 per month for a man! 
The 
man who wishes lab or at such a price 
is the kind who b elieves lu colonial 
government for these islands. 
I want 
these people taught to earn and get de­ 
cent wages, and that is the b ottom of 
this whole ([uestion for the future, and 
the elevation of lab or here is the oar 
we must use. 
That done in these is­ 
lands will make it easier to b euetit the 
people of the entire orient. 
“It makes me tired to read the 
speeches 
and 
news[)apor 
articles 
against Americai» occupation of these 
islands. The 1st of May is the Fourth 
of July of the future of these people. 
The American Indian melted away b e­ 
cause he couhl not and would not live 
the settled and lab orious life of civ­ 
ilization.

wishes it enab led to remain here and 
ea<*h b ecome a center of American 
thought.” 


TRAININgT 
iVERS F ^ R NAVY. 


S p ecial Cla» » o f lB » trn ctlo « t» Be 
F o rm ed at N ew po rt. 
A special class will b e formed at the 
naval training station at Newport for 
the instruction of men to b ecome div­ 
ers In the navy. Every warship In our 
navy has from one to four men on 
b oard who are capab le of donning the 
heavy rub b er suit of a diver, dlsap- 
pc.aring b elow the water and cutting 
a hawser from the b lades of the pro­ 
peller or clearing away any ob struc­ 
tion that may b ecome entangled in the 
propelling gear. For this delicate duty 
men are selected wMth special regard 
to their fitness, care b eing ob served 
that those put into the class are of ro­ 
b ust physique, perfect health, with 
8tea*ly nerve and cool head. 
The names of these men do not ap­ 
pear in the naval regi.ster, they b eing 
rated as gunners’ mates. 
One of the 
officers who have served at the train­ 
ing station where men are b eing drilled 
to b ecome divers said recently in 
speaking of this matter: “One of the 
main requirements for a man who 
wishes to b e a diver la the navy is a 
good nerve and the ab ility to keep 
from getting rattl« <l. 
Many disasters 
have resulted simply b ecause men have 
b ecome rattled while under water. It 
Is nothing unusual for a candidate to b e 
b rought up unconscious after a trial, 
w'lth b lood Issuing from his mouth 
and nose as the result of a hemorrhage. 
“The momentary relaxation of a 
man’s nerves Is apt to b ring on an at­ 
tack of this sort, while all the experts 
declare that if a diver keeps cool and 
preserves his wits he will come out all 
right. Before men are admitted to this 
class they are put through the severest 
sort of a physical examination.”—Bal­ 
timore Sun.

It was 
placed on b oard the Texat. where a 
Krag-Jorgensen rifle was fired polni 
b lank at the shield at a distance of 20 
feet. The b ullet penetrated the three- 
quarter luch shell plate as though it 
had b een so much paper, making a 
hole ab out half au luch in diameter, 
says the New York Sun.

SALT RESTORES A FLY’S LIFE 


O m aha W o m an Te» t» thn D isco v ery 
M ade by an E niH U hm an. 
Mrs. Hattie L. Hawver of Omaha, 
according to the Chicago Record, has 
Just proved the efficacy of salt in re­ 
storing life to insects which had pre­ 
sumab ly 
b ecome 
Inanimate 
from 
drowning. Concerning the experiment 
maile Mrs. Hawver said: 
“After reading the account of the 
discovery of the young English me­ 
chanic Mansfield, in which it was al­ 
leged tliat insects and animals appar­ 
ently dead from drowning had b een 
resuscitated b y the application of salt, 
I gave the experiment a trial. 
1 cap­ 
tured a common house fly aud held it 
under the water until all signs of life 
were gone. When 1 went to remove it, 
it w'as at the b ottom of the b owl. 
1 
laid it on a cloth and spriukled a lib ­ 
eral su[» [)ly of salt over It. 
It did not 
creep out aud tly off in ‘two minutes,’ 
and when nearly half an hour had 
pas.sed without result I was almost 
really to call llie ‘great discovery’ a 
great fake. 
few’ minutes later, how’- 
ever, my ffy b egan to kick aud then 
walked away.” 
Mrs. 
Hawver suggests 
that salt 
might prove a valuab le remedy in the 
treatment of dropsy b y the application 
of dry 
salt 
b aths. 
Regarding tills 
theory a memb er of the Creighton 
Medical college faculty expressed a 
doub t that salt would have any effect 
in the treatment of dropsy.

Major Theodore Sternberg, paymas­ 
ter and treasurer at Iloilo, writes to his 
brother, Surgeon General Sternberg, 
regarding the conditions of that part 
of the Philippines as follows, says the 
Washington Post: 
“I send you a photograph of a section 
of Captain Bridgeman^ battery, Sixth 
artillery, now stationed at Iloilo. The 
horsing of this battery with native 
bulls is the most unique and pictur­ 
esque thing in the army. 
Don’t for a 
moment think these bulls and their ca­ 
pacity for traveling are to be compared 
with an ox tralu on the plains in the 
early days you aud I so well remem­ 
ber. 
These are trotting bulls. 
The 
other day the battery was yoked up 
and was In battery three miles away 
in 25 minutes. The men in the battery 
are very proud of their bull teams and 
carefully groom them. The other day 
I saw one of the. men mounted on a 
bull, 
artillery 
saddle, 
herding 
the 
bunch. 
One tried to break the herd, 
and the mounted bull jumped ditches,, 
outran the other and In all things com­ 
ported himself as well as any herd po­ 
ny could do. 
“I have now been in these Islands 
nearly eight months, and up to date I 
have seen more delightful weather 
than I ever saw before In any country 
In the same time. When I think of the 
beautiful homes at Los Angeles and at 
Passadena, Cal., with their subtropical 
vegetation, I cannot help thinking that 
when the same kind of men take hold 
of these islands they will be the most 
delightful spots in the world. 
“I always suffered from catarrh In 
the States. 
Now I would not know I 
had a nose lf the city was thoroughly 
policed. 
I look forward to the time 
when there shall be American homes, 
American 
families 
and 
American 
schools here. I want to see American 
Ideas grafted on to this native stock 
and I believe the graft will grow and 
bear fruit. Catch these natives youug. 
and they can be made, the rank ami 
die of them, useful citizens, but what 
can you expect when labor is not con­ 
sidered honorable, when the foreigner 
would not get up to help himself to a 
cigar on a table in the same room, but 
w ill call for a servant to get it for him? 
I am proud of the fact that in America 
Lincoln stands for honest labor aud 
its Just reward. 
We must show these 
people by object lessons the honor 
which is iu honest labor, the delights 
of American home life on the farm ami 
th e dignity of owning your owu farm 
and living ou it. 
“I have met many inquiries as to 
when are the Americans going to es­ 
tablish schools. These people are anx­ 
ious to learn aud want schools, and 
after the lighting is over nothing our 
people can do would meet a quicker or 
more 
grateful 
response 
than 
free 
schools. 
I fully believe that the rate 
of wages paid is the real criterion by 
which to Judge of the condition of a 
people. 
Not far from Iloilo is a plan­ 
tation— sugn r. The owner, a foreigner, 
paid $4 Mexican, or $2 United States, 
a mouth for his laborers. 
Just think 
of it—$2 per month for a maul 
The 
mau who wishes labor at such a price 
1b the kiud who believes lo colonial 
government for these islands. 
I want 
these people taught to earn and get de­ 
cent wages, and that is the bottom of 
this whole question for the future, and 
the elevation of labor here Is the oar 
we must use. 
That done In these is­ 
lands will make it easier to benefit the 
people of the entire orient. 
‘‘It makes me tired to read the 
speeches 
and 
newspaper 
articles 
agaiust American occupation of these 
Islands. The 1st of May is the Fourth 
of July of the future of these people. 
The American Indian melted away be­ 
cause he could not and would not live 
the settled aud laborious life of civ­ 
ilization. These people here will, I 
fully believe. These peasantry quick­ 
ly catch on if shown, and will soon use 
American plows, put on shoes and 
stockings, go to school, get up cau­ 
cuses, nominate tickets, vote and hunt 
for office as readily as our Americans 
do at home. Those who have had an 
opportunity for education are as high­ 
ly cultivated as any one, but conti­ 
nental rather than English. A man is 
a creature of environment anyway. 
“One of the funniest things illustra­ 
tive of this I noticed the other day. I 
was introduced to a Chinese mestizo, 
who talks English with the most pro­ 
nounced cockney accent. His h’s are 
used or not used, and all the other pe­ 
culiarities of the cockney just as if 
he were born in sound of Bow Bells 
More than that, he thinks in English, 
calls himself a Britisher and talks of 
bis queen and our navy, and yet he 
never saw 
England—a 
product of 
Hongkong. America must create the 
environment, and time will do the rest 
It is because I think I know’ aud

A special class will be formed at the 
naval training station at Newport for 
the instruction of men to become div­ 
ers in the navy. Every warship in our 
navy has from one to four men on 
board who are capable of donning the 
heavy rubber suit of a diver, disap­ 
pearing below the water and cutting 
a baw'ser from the blades of the pro­ 
peller or clearing away any obstruc­ 
tion that may become entangled in the 
propelling gear. For this delicate duty 
men are selected with special regard 
to their fitness, care being observed 
that those put into the class are of ro­ 
bust physique, perfect health, with 
steady nerve aDd cool head. 
The names of these men do not ap­ 
pear in the naval register, they being 
rated as gunners’ mates. 
One of the 
officers who have served at the train­ 
ing station where men are being drilled 
to become divers said recently In 
speaking of this m atter: "One of the 
main requirements for a man who 
wishes to be a diver la the navy Is a 
good nerve and the ability to keep 
from getting rattled. 
Many disasters 
have resulted simply because men have 
become rattled while under water. It 
Is nothing unusual for a candidate to be 
brought up unconscious after a trial, 
with blood Issuing from his mouth 
and nose as the result of a hemorrhage. 
“The momentary relaxation of a 
man’s nerves Is apt to bring on an at­ 
tack of this sort, while all the experts 
declare that lf a diver keeps cool and 
preserves his wits he will come out all 
right. Before men are admitted to this 
class they are put through the severest 
sort of a physical examination.”—Bal­ 
timore Sun.

The gun Is In perfect working order 
and still carries Its bullet scarred 
shield.

After the Hzcaya was disabled Rear 
Admiral J. W. Philip, at that time in 
command of the Texas, but at present 
commandant of the Brooklyn navy 
yard, with several other officers, visit 
ed the wrecked vessels and among 
other things secured this gun. It was 
placed on board the Texas, where a 
Krag-Jorgensen rifle was fired point 
blank at the shield at a distance of 20 
feet. The bullet penetrated the three- 
quarter Inch shell plate as though It 
had been so much paper, making a 
hole about half an Inch In diameter, 
says the New York Sun.

Mrs. Hattie L. Hawver of Omaha, 
according to the Chicago Record, has 
just proved the efficacy of salt in re­ 
storing life to insects which had pre­ 
sumably

Inanimate 
from 
drowning. Concerning the experiment 
made Mrs. Haw ver said: 
‘‘After reading the account of the 
discovery of the young English me 
chaule Mansfield, in which it was al­ 
leged that insects and animals appar 
ently dead from drowning had been 
resuscitated by the application of salt, 
I gave the experiment a trial. 
I cap­ 
tured a common house fly aud held it 
under the waiter until all signs of life 
were gone. When I went to remove it, 
it was at the bottom of the bowl. 
I 
laid it on a cloth and sprinkled a lib­ 
eral supply of salt over it. 
It did not 
creep out aud fly off in ‘two minutes,’ 
and when nearly half an hour had 
passed without result I was almost

Major Theodore Sternberg, paym as­ 
ter and treasurer at Iloilo, writes to his 
brother, Surgeon General Sternberg, 
regarding the conditions of that part 
of the Philippines as follows, says the 
W ashington Post: 
“I send you a photograph of a section 
o f Captain Bridgem an^ battery, Sixth 
artillery, now stationed tit Hollo. 
The 
horsing of this battery with native 
bulls is the m ost unique and pictur­ 
esque tiling iu the army. 
Don’t for a 
moment think these bulls and their ca­ 
pacity for traveling are to be compared 
With an ox trait! on the plains in tile 
early days you aud I so well remem­ 
ber. 
These are trotting bulls. 
The 
other day the battery was yoked up 
and was In battery three miles away 
In 25 minutes. The men in the battery 
are very proud of their bull team s and 
carefully groom them. 
The other day 
I saw one of the men mounted on a 
bull, 
artillery 
saddle, 
herding 
the 
bunch. 
One tried to break the herd, 
and the mounted bull Jumped ditches,, 
outran the other and In all things com ­ 
ported him self as well as any herd po­ 
ny could do. 
“I have now been In these Islands 
nearly eight months, and up to date I 
have seen more delightful weather 
than I ever saw before In any country 
In the sam e time. 
When I think of the 
beautiful homes at Los Angeles and at 
Passadena, Cal., with their subtropical 
vegetation, I cannot help thinking that 
when the sam e kind of men take hold 
o f these Islands they will be the most 
delightful spots in the world. 
“I alw ays suffered from catarrh in 
the States. 
Now I would not kuow I 
had a nose if the city w as thoroughly 
policed. 
I look forward to the tim e 
when there shall be American homes, 
American 
fam ilies 
and 
American 
schools here. 
I want to see American 
ideas grafted on to this native stock, 
and I believe the graft w ill grow and 
bear fruit. 
Catch these natives youug, 
and they can be made, the rank arni 
die of them, useful citizens, but what 
can you expect when labor Is not con­ 
sidered honorable, when the foreigner 
would not get up to help him self to a 
cigar on a table in the sam e room, but 
w ill call for a servant to get it for him? 
I am proud of the fact that iu America 
Lincoln stands for honest labor aud 
its Just reward. 
We must show these 
people by object lessons the honor 
which is In honest labor, the delights 
o f American home life on the farm ami 
the dignity of owning your own farm 
and living on It. 
“I have met many inquiries as to 
when are the Americans golug to es­ 
tablish schools. 
These people are anx­ 
ious to learn aud want schools, arui 
after the lighting Is over nothing our 
people can do would meet a quicker or 
more 
grateful 
response 
than 
free 
schools. 
I fully believe that tile rate 
of wages paid is tile real criterion by 
which to Judge of the condition of a 
people. 
Not far from Iloilo Is a plan­ 
tation—sugar. 
The owner, a foreigner, 
paid $4 Mexican, or $2 United States, 
a month for his laborers. 
Just think 
of it—$2 per month for a maul 
The 
man who w ishes labor at such a price 
Is the kind who believes iu colonial 
government for these islands. 
I want 
these people taught to earn and get de­ 
cent wages, and that is the bottom of 
this whole question for the future, and 
the elevation of labor here is the oar 
w e must use. 
That done In these is­ 
lands will make it easier to benefit the 
people of the entire orient. 
“It 
makes me tired 
to read the 
speeches 
and 
newspaper 
articles 
against American occupation of these 
Islands. The 1st of May is the Fourth 
o f July of the future of these people. 
The American Indian melted away be­ 
cause lie could not and would not live 
the settled and laborious life of civ­ 
ilization. These people here will, 
I 
fully believe. These peasantry quick­ 
ly catch on if shown, aud will soon use 
American plows, put on shoes and 
stockings, go to school, get up cau­ 
cuses, nominate tickets, vote aud hunt 
for office as readily as our Americans 
do at home. Those who have had an 
opportunity for education are as high­ 
ly cultivated as any oue, but conti­ 
nental rather than English. A man is 
a creature of environment anyway. 
“One of the funniest things illustra­ 
tive of this I noticed the other day. 
I 
w as Introduced to a Chinese mestizo, 
who talks English with the most pro­ 
nounced cockney accent. 
His h’s are 
used or not used. and all the other pe­ 
culiarities of the cockney just as it1 
he were born in sound of Bow Bells 
More than that, lie thinks in English, 
calls him self a Britisher and talks of 
bis queen aud our navy, aud yet he 
never 
saw 
England—a 
product 
of 
Hongkong. 
America must create the 
environment, aud tim e will do the rest 
It is because 
I 
think 
I 
kuow aud 


realize Hie pnnosopny of American 
ideas, the part these Ideas play now 
and are intended to play in tile fu tu re 
of the world, that I so wish to see ev­ 
ery oue of our glorious soldiers w ho 
wishes it enabled to remain here and 
each 
becom e a center of American 
thought.” 


TRAINING D IVERS FOR NAVY. 


Special Cln*« of luatractloa to Be 
Formed at Newport. 
A special class will be formed at the 
uaval training station at Newport for 
the instruction of men to become div­ 
ers in the navy. 
Every warship in our 
navy has from one to four men on 
board who are capable of donning the 
heavy rubber suit of a diver, disap­ 
pearing below the water and cutting 
a hawser from the blades of the pro­ 
peller or clearing aw ay any obstruc­ 
tion that may become entangled in the 
propelling gear. 
For this delicate duty 
men are selected with special regard 
to their fitness, care being observed 
that those put into the class are of ro­ 
bust physique, 
perfect health, with 
steady nerve and cool head. 
The names of these men do not ap­ 
pear in the naval register, they being 
rated as gunners’ mates. 
One of the 
officers who have served at the train­ 
ing station where men are being drilled 
to 
become divers 
said 
recently 
in 
speaking of this matter: “One of the 
main requirements for a man who 
w ishes to be a diver lo the navy Is a 
good nerve and the ability to keep 
from getting rattled. 
Many disasters 
have resulted sim ply because men have 
become rattled while under water. 
It 
Is nothing unusual for a candidate to be 
brought up unconscious after a trial, 
with blood issuing from his mouth 
and nose as the result o f a hemorrhage. 
“The momentary 
relaxation 
of a 
man’s nerves is apt to bring on an at­ 
tack of this sort, while all the experts 
declare that lf a diver keeps cool and 
preserves his w its he will come out all 
right. 
Before men are admitted to this 
class they are put through the severest 
sort of a physical exam ination.”—Bal­ 
timore Sun.

Description of Bello to Bo Placed la 
Brooklyn'* Union Lenora# d a b . 
The I pounder breechloading rapid 
fire gun which Rear Admiral Schley Is 
going to pr“sent to the Union League 
club of Brooklyn will rest In the club­ 
house on th*' sam e pedestal which sup­ 
ported It on Admiral Cervera’s flag­ 
ship during the battle off Santiago. 
The gun Is In perfect working order 
and still carries Its bullet scarred 
shield. 
It *~eighs about 250 pounds. 
After the v’lzcaya w as disabled Bear 
Admiral J. VV. Philip, at that tim e In 
command of the Texas, but at present 
commandant of the 
Brooklyn navy 
yard, with several other officers, visit­ 
ed the wrecked vessels and among 
other things secured this gun. 
It was 
placed on board the Texas, where a 
Krag-Jorgensen rifle was fired poini 
blank at the shield at a distance of 2 0 
feet. 
The bullet penetrated the three- 
quarter luch shell plate as though It 
had been so much paper, making a 
hole about half an inch In diameter, 
says the New York Sun. 
The gun 
was transferred to the 
cruiser 
Brooklyn, 
Schley’s 
flagship, 
where It was when the Brooklyn was 
sent recently to the Brooklyn yard. 
Captain Jew ell of the Brooklyn had It 
seut to Admiral Philip’s office, where 
it was cleaned up. 
It will be turned 
over to the Union League club within 
a few weeks. The gun will be polished 
and bronzed, while the carriage is to 
be handsomely painted before being 
presented to the club. 
The shield, 
which is semicircular, is about 2 by 4 
feet In sise. and on this will be placed 
the Inscription. 
The club will make

Omaha W o n a i Teats the Discovery 
Made by an Englishm an. 
Mrs. H attie L. H awver of Omaha, 
according to the Chicago Record, has 
Just proved the efficacy of salt in re­ 
storing life to insects which had pre­ 
sumably 
become 
inanimate 
from 
drowning. 
Concerning the experiment 
made Mrs. H awver said: 
“After reading the account of the 
discovery of the young English me­ 
chanic Mansfield, in which it was al­ 
leged that insects and anim als appar­ 
ently dead from drowning hail been 
resuscitated by the application of salt, 
I gave the experiment a trial. 
I cap­ 
tured a common house fly aud held it 
under the water until all signs of life 
were gone. 
When I went to remove it, 
it w as at tile bottom of the bowl. 
I 
laid it on a cloth and sprinkled a lib­ 
eral supply of salt over it. 
It did not 
creep out aud fly off in ‘two minutes,’ 
and when nearly half an hour had 
passed without result I was almost 
ready to call tile ‘great discovery’ a 
great fake. 
A few minutes later, how­ 
ever, my tty begau to kick and then 
walked aw ay.”

Hawver 
suggests 
that 
salt 
might prove a valuable remedy in the 
treatment of dropsy by the application 
of dry 
salt 
baths. 
Regarding this 
theory a member of the Creighton 
Medical college faculty 
expressed a 
doubt that salt would have any effect 
In the treatment of dropsy.

William R. Walters, special corre- 
fpoDdent of the Cincinnati Commer­ 
cial Tribune, writing from Manila un­ 
der date of June I about the rainy sea­ 
son, says: 
Here Id the Philippines Sunday is 
always wash day among our soldier 
toys. 
The only exception to this gen­ 
eral rule is when there is trouble on 
hand aud the American troops are too 
busy upholstering the hills of Luzon 
with dead Filipinos to stop aud wield 
the soap bar and washboard. 
But 
aa lieu things are quiet around camp 
you eau always see hundreds of sol­ 
diers of a Sunday morning, stripped to 
the waist and m aking the soapsuds 
fly like a Montana snowstorm. 
This 
Is the only chance the boys have of 
freshening 
their 
soiled 
and 
grimy 
linen. 
As for water, heaven knows there’s 
enough of it! 
There’s w a te r every­ 
where. 
Blankets are soaked* with it. 
Bread is soggy with it. 
Leather boots 
are moldy aud clothes are perpetually 
steaming with it. 
If you don’t watch 
out, your rifle will rust with it, and 
you will wish in the depths of your 
aqueous soul that you were born a 
duck, for this is what is known as the 
“rainy season” in the Philippine Is­ 
lands. 
Kicetields 
that 
three mouths ago 
looked as green and gently undulating 
as Indiana farm land are now a des­ 
olate 
stretch 
of 
water swept 
bog, 
marsh, swamp, anything that suggests 
the superlative of terrestrial ooziness. 
Through this our boys have to plow 
their weary way time and time again. 
When tired of the bog, they are given 
a little taste of the bush, where they 
push their way through underbrush 
reeking with the too generous rains of 
heaven. 
Traveling by road they sink 
up to their boot tops in black mud. 
From showering dawn until drizzling 
dusk they are rained upon from above, 
and when the clouds let up there are 
always a few 
Filipinos 
somewhere 
about to provide a leaden substitute. 
The trenches are tilled with water and 
converted into miniature 
canals, up 
and down which you could all but fer­ 
ry an Lr ie canalboat. 
Insignificant 
little streams, once 
uo 
more 
than 
ankle deep, now hem us in with six or 
ten good feet of mud laden, raging wa­ 
ter. 
But this is not the saddest part of 
tile story. 
When the rainy season 
comes to these islands, it brings with 
it a foe that stout hearts aud gootl steel 
and all the gunpowder in Manila can­ 
not withstand. 
This foe makes his 
presence felt first by a feeling of de­ 
pression and uneasiness, then a stiff­ 
ness. then a chill that shakes the vic­ 
tim till his teeth chatter and then a 
raging fever that puts him on his back, 
babbling deliriously of his home and 
his SAveetheart and at the end, as a 
rule, of his mother. 
It is a terrible 
thing to see big, stalwart, careless 
men stricken down in this mysterious 
and deadly way, and it makes you 
think over all the little things you 
have done in the past and the things 
left undone and starts you wandering 
just when your own time is going to 
come. 
The haunting fear of it takes 
the spirit out of men who would laugh 
in the face of 40 armed Filipinos. It is 
a microbe guarded ambuscade that no 
scouting party can ever foretell. 
^ hen it is not fever, It is dysentery, 
and three days of it is often enough 
lor the stoutest and strongest man. It 
seizes him in an hour, and, though he 
<* hurried off to the hospital, he seems 
to melt away like April snow in Ken­ 
tucky, and before word has got around 
camp that he is down a burial squad is 
ordered out. and his last bed is made 
In four feet of Philippine mud. 
I he officers of the different regi­ 
ments here are, of course, doing their 
utmost to tight off the fevers and keep 
the camps in a sanitary condition and 
look after the welfare of the boys, but 
the brainiest and bravest officer who 
f ' er came out of West Point is not 
^ 01 th much when it comes to fighting 
atmosphere. Gunpowder isn’t going to 
c-ear away the miasma laden air that 
roods over the damp woods and val­ 
ors of these islands during the rainy 
J(a>on, and the 
officers 
themselves 
their helplessness. 
So it Is only 
a matter of looking for the highest 
anu driest quarters, retiring closer up­ 
on^ Manila, as we have done, swallow­

write this, but just a*, present among 
the war worn boys who are patrolling 
its ancient streets and its gray old 
fortresses there is a sort of temporary 
feeling of hopelessness. 
Not that they 
have by any means given up. but be 
tween now and next October, it is well 
known, little can actually be done to 
ward finally rounding up "Aggie” aud 
bringing this undesirable war to a 
dose'. 
The shipload of leaden caskets 
which has Just arrived here to carry 
home the American dead has not ex­ 
actly 
brightened 
up 
things 
about 
camp, for one can’t help speculating 
whether he’ll go home inside or out­ 
side one of these lead boxes. 
W Ord is going about here that re-en- 
foreemeiits are on their way to Manila 
at the present time and that we are to 
have an addition of some long needed 
cavalry, besides some American negro 
troops. 
But the officers are very reti­ 
cent about discussing such things be­ 
fore the men, and consequently Ave are 
pretty well kept guessing. 
Bo in the 
meantime, during the period of enforc­ 
ed inactivity, when we have more time 
to think about our little grievances, 
there is a general feeling of depression 
hanging over this place. 
I suppose 
this is mostly due to the climate, for 
when one Is inhaling mucky, humid, 
fever germed aud debilitating air, such 
as you get when the rains are on here. 
he is not likely to feel especially chirpy 
aud chipper. 
When

turned out naked into the ni£ht, for lf 
there is one thing on earth that is dis­ 
quieting and unsettling it is to hear 
Borne homesick boy wondering if the 
big. yellow harvest apples down on the 
old farm are ripe yet or some hairy 
and sunburned son of New York sad­ 
ly speculating if she is spending her 
lummer at Newport or at Saratoga.

Some of the pious and meek looking 
Filipinos who come about our camp 
are prodigiously eloquent in their pro­ 
testations of friendship to the Ameri­ 
cans. 
Not long ago a handful of our 
men got hold of one of these amigos 
who was suspiciously military looking 
In his bearing. 
Ile was ostensibly car­ 
rying baskets of rice into camp, but 
neemed to look about him and size up 
♦che situation altogether too inquisitive­ 
ly. 
Quick as a flash three or four of 
our men nabbed him. 
One of them 
tore his gingham shirt from his shoul­ 
ders, and there, plain as day, was the 
telltale sign of his treachery. 
The 
hollow of his right shoulder was black 
aud blue. Now, there is only one thing 
that causes that peculiar marking of 
the shoulder front, and it is the repeat 
ed kicking of a rifle butt against it. 
In other words, here was a man who 
had probably but a few days before 
been actually raining hostile bullets 
among our men uoav calmly meander­ 
ing through an American camp aud 
spying upou us. The orders respecting 
the treatment of friendlies by our men 
are very strict; otherwise there would 
have been one lynched insurrecto that 
day. 
In their ways of fighting the Filipi­ 
nos are more like the old Apaches of 
Arizona than anything I can think of 
in this connection. 
They never stand 
up and meet us squarely face to face. 
They 
tire, retreat 
and 
melt away, 
crawling back through underbrush to 
tire again and still once more decamp. 
In many of their strategic movements, 
in fact, they are even more unscru­ 
pulous than the red man. 
It is such 
things as these that have hardened the 
heart of the American soldier against 
the native. The mutilation of the dead 
by these barbarous Asiatics is a sub­ 
ject upon which I do not care to speak. 
It is not so often practiced as you 
may have been led to believe, but 
when it has occurred it has been of 
such a revolting character that words 
do not fitly describe the frenzy of mad 
rage and passion for revenge which It 
excites in our boys, especially when 
the remains have been recognized as 
those of some old friend or camp com­ 
rade. 
It is the usual thing for an American 
soldier when shot down and left for 
even the shortest space of time on the 
field to be found stripped from head 
to heels. 
His arms and shoes are al­ 
ways taken first, and when there is a 
chance clothing Is carried away 
as 
well. 
I know of the case of one pri­ 
vate ’who was shot through the neck 
aud fell. 
He was overlooked in the 
excitement, and 
when, three 
hours 
later, he was found by the Red Cross 
people lie lay on the ground as naked 
as the day he was born. 
The Filipi­ 
nos, It seems, had sneaked out aud, 
finding 
him 
unconscious from 
his 
wound, straightway fell to stripping 
him. 
Thinking presumably that the 
wounded private was already dead, 
they did not take the trouble to dis­ 
patch him. 
The strange part of the 
affair was that the wound of the pri­ 
vate in question was merely super­ 
ficial, and in a day or two he was 
about again, but not before he had se­ 
cured a new uniform of a blue flannel 
shirt aud an old pair of duck trousers. 
It is amusing to w’atch the grim 
smile with which the older veterans 
after their many months of active Fili­ 
pino hunting greet the newly arrived 
re-enforcements which are continually 
disembarking and light heartedly tak­ 
ing up quarters here. 
It is useless to 
deny that the volunteers are homesick 
and want to get back to the land of 
the free once more, though, of course, 
they say little about such things as 
home 
about 
camp. 
It creates dis­ 
turbances. 
In our quarters we have 
an agreement Avbereby the first man 
who begins talking of home shall be 
stripped of his rubber blanket and

Soldiers’ T rials During W et Sea­ 
son In the Philippines.

W i l l i a m R. Walters, special eorre- 
gpendent of tile Cincinnati Commer­ 
ce) Tribune, writing from Manila un­ 
der date of June I about the rainy sea­ 
gull. says: 
Here in the Philippines Sunday is 


a l w a y s wasb day am ong our soldier 
boys- 
The only exception to this gen­ 
i a l rule is when there is trouble on 
hand aud the American troops are too 
busy upholstering the hills of Luzon 
with dead Filipinos to stop and wield 
the soap bar and washboard. 
But 
when things are quiet around camp 
jou can a lw a y s see hundreds of sol- 
there of a Su n d a y morning, stripped to 
the waist an d m a k in g the soapsuds 
Av like a M ontana s n o w sto rm . 
This 
j* tho only chance the boys h av e of 
freshening 
their 
soiled 
a n d 
g rim y 
linen. 
A s for water, heaven knows there’s 
eta nu: h of it! 
There’s water every­ 
where. 
Blankets are soaked* with it. 
Bread is soggy with it. 
Leather boots 
are moldy and clothes are perpetually 
steaming with it. 
If you don't watch 
out, your t i tie will rust with it, and 
you will wish in the depths of your 
aqueous soul that you were born a 
duck , for this is what is known as the 
"rainy season” in the Philippine Is­ 
lands. 
Kiceflelds 
that 
three mouths ago 
looked as green and gently undulating 
as Indiana farm land are now a des­ 
olate 
stretch 
of 
water sw ept 
bog, 
marsh, swamp, anything that suggests 
the superlative of terrestrial ooziness. 
Through this our boys have to plow 
their weary way time and time again. 
When tired of the bog. they are given 
a little taste of the bush, where they 
push their way through underbrush 
reeking with the too generous rains of 
heaven. 
Traveling by road they sink 
lip to their boot tops in black mud. 
From showering dawn until drizzling 
dusk they are rained upon from above, 
and when the clouds let up there are 
always a few 
Filipinos 
som ewhere 
about to provide a leaden substitute. 
The trenches are tilled with water and 
converted into miniature 
canals, up 
and down which you could all but fer­ 
ry an Brie canalboat. 
Insignificant 
little 
streams, once 
uo 
more 
than 
ankle deep. now hem us in with six or 
ten good feet of mud laden, raging wa­ 
ter. 
But this is not the sa d d e st p a rt of 
the story. 
W hen the rainy 
season 
comes to those islands, it brings with 
it a foe that stout h e a rts and good steel 
and all the gunpowder in Manila can­ 
not withstand. 
This foe makes his 
presence felt first by a feeling of de­ 
pression and uneasiness, then a stiff­ 
ness. then a cli ill that shakes the vic­ 
tim till his teeth chatter and then a 
raging fever that puts him on his back, 
babbling deliriously of his home and 
bis sweetheart and at the end, as a 
rule, of his mother. 
It is a terrible 
thing to see big, stalw art, careless 
men stricken down in this m ysterious 
and deadly way, and it m akes you 
think over all the little things you 
have done in the past and the things 
left undone and starts you wondering 
just when your own tim e is going to 
come. 
The haunting fear of it takes 
the spirit out of men who would laugh 
lo the face of 40 armed Filipinos. 
It is 
a microbe guarded am buscade that no 
scouting party can ever foretell. 
When it Is not fever, it is dysentery, 
and three days of it is often enough 
tor the stoutest and strongest man. 
It 
seizes him in au hour, aud, though he 
is hurried off to the hospital, he seem s 
to melt aw ay like April snow in Ken­ 
tucky, and before word has got around 
camp that lie is down a burial squad is 
ordered out. and his last bed is made 
iu four feet of Philippine mud. 
hhe officers of the different regi­ 
ments here are, of course, doing their 
utmost to tight off the fevers and keep 
the camps in a sanitary condition and 
look after the w elfare of the boys, but 
the brainiest and bravest officer who 
ever came out of W est Point is not 
worth much when it com es to fighting 
atmosphere. Gunpowder isn’t going to 
clear away the m iasm a laden air that 
broods over the damp woods and val­ 
leys of these islands during the rainy 
season, and the 
officers 
them selves 
feel their helplessness. 
So It is only 
a matter of looking for the highest 
and driest quarters, retiring closer up­ 
on Manila, as we have done, swallow- 
tons and tons, then more tons, of 
h i nine, until 
the very 
taste of 
it 
-aunts your nightmarish dream s and 
Praying to God that you may last out 
J** raluy season and live to plant Old 
i0ry od the remotest mountain top in 
the Philippine archipelago for $11 
‘•me. 
'■‘pr this forlorn 
and 
picturesque 
tumble down old city of Manila 
v stars and stripes are waving as I 


write this, but Just ai present among 
the war worn boys who are patrolling 
its ancient streets and its gray old 
fortresses there is a sort of temporary 
feeling of hopelessness. 
Not that they 
have by any means given up. hut be 
tween now and next October, it is well 
known, little can actually be done to 
wnnl finally rounding up "Aggie” aud 
bringing this undesirable war to a 
dose. 
The shipload of leaden caskets 
Which lins just arrived here to carry 
home the American dead has uot ex 
actly 
brightened 
up 
things 
about 
camp, for one cau’t help speculating 
whether he'll go home inside or out­ 
side one of these lead boxes. 
Word is going about here that re-en­ 
forcements are on their way to Manila 
at the present time and that we are to 
have an addition of some long needed 
cavalry, besides some American negro 
troops. 
But the officers are very reti­ 
cent about discussing such things be­ 
fore the men, and consequently we are 
pretty well kept guessing. 
So in the 
meantime, during the period of enforc­ 
ed inactivity, when we have more time 
to think about our little grievances, 
there is a general feeling of depression 
hanging over this place. 
I suppose 
this is mostly due to the climate, for 
when one Is inhaling mucky, humid. 
fever germed and debilitating air, such 
as you get when the rains are on here. 
he is not likely to feel especially chirpy 
and chipper. 
When 
the 
occasional 
chance does come for a brush with the 
enemy, however, our boys soon f o r g e t 
their little discom forts and show spirit 
enough iii wading after a bultell of in- 
surreetos through 
half 
Hooded rice- 
fields. 
Some of the pious aud meek looking 
Filipinos who come about our camp 
are prodigiously eloquent in their pro­ 
testations of friendship to the Ameri­ 
cans. 
Not long ago a handful of our 
men got hold of one of these am igos 
who was suspiciously military looking 
In his bearing. 
Ile w as ostensibly car­ 
rying baskets of rice Into camp, but 
deemed to look about him and size up 
the situation altogether too inquisitive­ 
ly. 
Quick as a flash three or four of 
our men nabbed him. 
One of them 
tore his gingham shirt from his shoul­ 
ders, aud there, plain as day, w as the 
telltale sign of his treachery. 
The 
hollow of his right shoulder was black 
aud blue. 
Now. there is only one thing 
that causes that peculiar marking of 
the shoulder front, and it is the repeat 
cd kicking of a rifle butt against it. 
In other words, here was a man who 
had probably but a few days before 
been actually raining hostile bullets 
among our men now calmly meander­ 
ing through an American camp aud 
spying upon us. The orders respecting 
the treatment of friendlies by our men 
are very strict; otherwise there would 
have been one lynched insurrecto that 
day. 
In their w ays of fighting the Filipi­ 
nos are more like the old Apaches of 
Arizona than anything I can think of 
in this connection. 
They never stand 
up and meet us squarely face to face. 
They 
fire, retreat 
aud 
melt away, 
crawling back through underbrush to 
tire again and still once more decamp. 
In many of their strategic movements, 
in fact, they are even more unscru­ 
pulous than the red man. 
It is such 
things as these that have hardened the 
heart of the American soldier against 
the native. The mutilation of the dead 
by these barbarous Asiatics is a sub­ 
ject upon which I do not care to speak. 
It is uot so often practiced as you 
may have been led to believe, but 
w’hen it has occurred it has been of 
such a revolting character that words 
do not fitly describe the frenzy of mad 
rage and passion for revenge wdiich It 
excites in our boys, especially when 
the remains have been recognized as 
those of some old friend or camp com­ 
rade. 
It is the usual thing for an American 
soldier when shot down and left for 
even the shortest space of tim e on the 
field to be found stripped from head 
to heels. 
His arms and shoes are al­ 
w ays taken first, and when there is a 
chance clothing is carried away 
as 
well. 
I know of the case of one pri­ 
vate who was shot through the neck 
aud fell. 
He w as overlooked in the 
excitem ent, and 
when, three 
hours 
later, he w as found by the Red Cross 
people lie lay on the ground as naked 
as the day he w as born. 
The Filipi­ 
nos, it seems, had sneaked out aud, 
finding 
him 
unconscious 
from 
his 
wound, straightway fell to stripping 
him. 
Thinking presumably that the 
wounded private was already dead, 
they did not take the trouble to dis­ 
patch him. 
The strange part of the 
affair was that the wound of the pri­ 
vate in question was merely super­ 
ficial, and iii a day or two he was 
about again, but not before he had se­ 
cured a new uniform of a blue flannel 
shirt aud an old pair of duck trousers. 
It 
is am using to watch the grim 
sm ile with which the older veterans 
after their many months of active Fili­ 
pino hunting greet the newly arrived 
re-enforcements which are continually 
disem barking and light heartedly tak­ 
ing up quarters here. 
It is useless to 
deny that the volunteers are homesick 
and want to get back to the land of 
the free once more, though, of course, 
they say little about such things as 
home 
about 
camp. 
It creates dis­ 
turbances. 
In our quarters we have 
an agreement whereby the first man 
who begins talking of home shall be 
stripped of his rubber blanket 
and 


turned out naked into the night, for lf 
there is one thing on earth that Is dis­ 
quieting and unsettling it is to hear 
some homesick boy wondering if the 
big. yellow harvest apples down on the 
old farm nre ripe yet or some hairy 
and sunburned son of New York sad­ 
ly speculating if she is spending her 
m aim er at Newport or at Saratoga.

Tile Filipinos left three dead. Of the 
casualties ou the American side two of 
the killed aud three of the wounded 
were members of the Fourth cavalry 
aud two killed and eight wounded be­ 
longed to the Twenty-first infantry. 
There was much shooting by amigos, 
who emerged from the bushes with 
white flags. 
After the fight about a 
dozen meu holding up their bauds and 
shouting “Castiilauos” met the Ameri- 
cavalry.

There were 50 Spanish prisoners at Ca­ 
lumba, of whom some were civil offi­ 
cials and some ware soldiers. They had 
been given the choice of joining the Fil­ 
ipino army or becoming servants to Fil­ 
ipinos and chose the army, intending to 
surrender at the first opportunity. Most 
af the civilians reached the American 
lines during the lighting, b it the insur­ 
gents took others away w ith them in 
their retreat.

General Hall captured 12 Filpiuos 
with guns. 
Major General Henry W. Lawton, 
Prof. Dean 0. Worcester of the Amer­ 
ican Philippines commission, Mrs. Gen­ 
eral Lawton and General Lawton’s son 
accompanied the expedition on board a 
launch and sat coolly iu an unpro­ 
tected boat close to the shore during the 
fighting, the bullets splashing about 
them. 
The next day General Hall brought to 
Manila the Spaniards whom the expe­ 
dition had released from captivity. The 
same day Lieutenant Larseu, command­ 
ing the Napidau, found a long missiug 
Spanish gunboat which had been cov­ 
ered with bushes aud fishnets so as uot 
to resemble a vessel, 
Tile Filipinos 
having met reinforcements and think­ 
ing that the Americans had evacuated 
the town, descended from the hills in­ 
tending to reoccupy Calumba. 
Gen­ 
eral Hall easily drove them back. 
General Hall will leave a garrison at 
Calumba. 
It was reported in Filipino circles iu 
Manila that the insurgents recently re­ 
wived consignments of saltpeter aud 
lead from Japan. 
The insurgents had 
been experiencing many difficulties in 
the manufacture of good powder, that 
which they produced lacking power of 
penetration aud range. 
The two friars who were recently ar­ 
rested here on suspicion that they were 
the bearers of messages to Aguinaldo 
from the Filipino junta at Hongkong 
was liberated for waut of evidence upon 
which to prosecute them. 
As soon as authorization eau be re­ 
ceived from Madrid to incur the acces­ 
sary expenditures, the Spanish geueral, 
Jaramilio, will scud a commission com­ 
posed of Senors Toral aud Bios to Tar- 
lac to carry food, inouey, medicine aud 
clothes to the Spanish prisoners there. 
The commission will also reopen nego­ 
tiations for tile release of the captured. 
It was reported that $3,OOO,CKX) in Mexi­ 
can money will be offered to the insur­ 
gents for tho release of the Spaniards.

was defeated. 
Mayor Farley opposed the proposed 
action iu a vigorous speech, in which he 
declared that the appointment of the 
special committee would interfere with 
the plans of the executive for the crush­ 
ing out of disorder. 
He said the only 
result could be to keep alive the agita­ 
tion and that no good purpose would be 
served. 
Several of the councilman favored the 
appointment of 
the committee, 
but 
wiieu the resolution came to a vote it 
was lost. 
Many of the strike sympathizers 
have been very bitter toward Mayor 
Farley. 
In public meetings they have 
charged him with responsibility for the 
present trouble aud $ threats against 
his life have beeu made, 
This has led 
him to provide a guard for his residence 
on Euclid aueuue and detectives watch 
the house every uight. 
The presence of the troops had a de­ 
pressing effect UDOH the rioters. 
The 
ears were operated on nearly all lines ou 
nearly the usual schedules, but iu some 
parts of the city they ran almost empty, 
the boyeoit of the lines by the working 
people being almost uuiversal.

Mrs. McConkey enlisted the aid of a 
famous Irish peer on tile one side and 
of Richard Croker on the other, and, 
though the purchase was made by her 
alone, both of these gentlemen gave her 
assurances of theii aid in developing her 
plans. 
Mrs. MeCoukey’s idea was to create 
around the Killarney lakes an aristo­ 
cratic settlement on the Tuxedo plau, 
devoid of the clubhouse feature. 
The fortunate combmatiou of an Irish 
peer aud Mr. Croker has interested both 
Americans aud the Irish people in the 
plau. 
Mr. Croker has beeu in towu for the 
last three days, busily engaged with his 
solicitor in preparing the deeds for the 
purchase of the principal site adjoining 
Muckross House.

Major Theodore Sternberg, paymas­ 
ter aud treasurer at Hollo, writes to ins 
brother, Surgeon General Sternberg, 
regarding the conditions of that part 
of the Philippines as follows, says the 
Washington Post: 
“I semi you a photograph of a section 
of Captain Bridgeman^ battery, Sixth 
artillery, now stationed at Hollo. The 
horsing of this battery with native 
bulls is the most unique and pictur­ 
esque thing in tile army. 
Don’t for a 
moment think these bulls and their ca­ 
pacity for traveling are to be compared 
with an ox train on the plains in tile 
early days you aud I so well remem­ 
ber. 
These are trotting bulls. 
The 
other day the battery was yoked up 
and was in battery three miles away 
In 25 minutes. The men in the battery 
are very proud of their bull teams and 
carefully groom them. 
The other day 
I saw one of the men mounted on a 
bull, 
artillery 
saddle, 
herding 
tile 
bunch. 
One tried to break the herd, 
and the mounted bull Jumped ditches, 
outrun the other and In all things com­ 
port ed himself as well as any herd po­ 
ny could do. 
“I have now been In these Islands 
nearly eight months, and up to date I 
have seen more delightful weather 
than I ever saw before In auy country 
In the same time. When I think of tile 
beautiful homes at Los Angeles and at 
Passadeua, Cal., with their subtropical 
vegetation, I cauuot help thinking that 
wheu the same kind of men take hold 
of these islands they will be the most 
delightful spots In the world. 
“I always suffered from catarrh In 
the States. 
Now I would not kuow I 
had a nose lf the city was thoroughly 
policed. 
I look forward to the time 
when there shall lie American homes. 
American 
families 
and 
American 
schools here. 
I want to see American 
Ideas grafted on to this native stock, 
and I believe tile graft will grow uud 
bear fruit. Catch these natives youug, 
and they can he made, the rank and 
file of them, useful citizens, but what 
can you expect when labor Is not con­ 
sidered honorable, when the foreigner 
would not get up to help himself to a 
cigar on a table in the same room, but 
will call for a servant to get it for him? 
I am proud of the fact that in America 
Lincoln stauds for honest labor and 
Its Just reward. 
We must show these 
people by object lessons the honor 
which is in honest labor, the delights 
of American home life on the farm aud 
the dignity of owning your owu farm 
aud living on it. 
“I have met muuy inquiries as to 
when are the Americans going to es­ 
tablish schools. These people are anx­ 
ious to learn aud w ant schools, and 
after the fighting Is over nothing our 
people can do would meet a quicker or 
more 
grateful 
response 
than 
free 
schools. 
I fully believe that tile rate 
of wages paid is Hie real criterion by 
which to Judge of the eondltiou of a 
people. 
Not far from Hollo Is a plan­ 
tation—sugar. The owner, a foreigner, 
paid $4 Mexican, or $2 Uulted States, 
a montli for Ills laborers. 
Just thluk 
of It- $2 per month for a maul 
The 
luau who wishes labor at such a price 
is the klud who believes lu colouial 
government for these islands. 
I want 
these people taught to earn and get de­ 
cent wages, and that is the bottom of 
this whole question for the future, and 
the elevation of labor here Is the oar 
we must use. 
That douo iu these is­ 
lands will make it easier to benefit the 
people of the entire orient. 
“It makes me tired to read the 
speeches 
and 
newspaper 
articles 
against American occupation of these 
Islands. The 1st of May is the Fourth 
of July of the future of these people. 
The Americau indian melted away be­ 
cause tie could not aud would not live 
the settled aud laborious life of civ­ 
ilization. These people hero will, I 
fully believe. These peasantry quick­ 
ly catch oil if shown, uud will soon use 
American plows, put on shoes and 
stockings, go to school, get up cau­ 
cuses, nominate tickets, vote uud hunt 
for office as readily as our Americans 
do at home. Those who have had nu 
opportunity for education are as high­ 
ly cultivated as any oue, but conti­ 
nental rather thau English. A man is 
a creature of environment anyway. 
“One of the funniest things illustra­ 
tive of this I noticed the other day. I 
was introduced to a Chinese mestizo, 
who talks English with the moat pro 
pounced cockney ucceut. His b’s are 
used or not used, aud all the other pe­ 
culiarities of the cockuey Just as if 
he were born in sound of Bow Hells 
More thau that, he thinks iu English, 
calls himself a Britisher and talks of 
his queen ami our navy, aud yet he 
never 
saw 
England—a 
product 
of 
Hongkong. America must create the 
e n v iro n m e n t, aud time will de the rest 
It is because I think 
I 
kuow aud 


realize the philosophy or American 
ideas, the part these ideas play now 
and are intended to play in the future 
of the world, that I so wish to see ev 
cry one of our glorious soldiers who 
w i s h e s it enabled to remain here and 
e a c h become a center of American 
thought.” 


TRAINING DIVERS FOR NAVY. 


S p e c i a l 
C i a * *

F o r m e d a t N e w p o r t . 
A special class will be formed at the 
naval training station at Newport for 
the instruction of men to become div­ 
ers in the navy. 
Every warship in our 
navy has from one to four men on 
board who are capable of donning the 
heavy rubber suit of a diver, disap­ 
pearing below the water and cutting 
a hawser from the blades of the pro­ 
peller or clearing away any obstruc­ 
tion that may become entangled in the 
propelling gear. For this delicate duty 
men are selected with special regard 
to their fitness, care being observed 
that those put iuto the class are of ro­ 
bust physique, perfect health, with 
steady nerve and cool head. 
The names of these men do not ap­ 
pear in the uaval register, they being 
rated as gunners’ mates. 
One of the 
officers who have served at the train­ 
ing station where men are being drilled 
to become divers said recently In 
speaking of this m atter: “Oue of the 
main requirements for a man who 
wishes to lie a diver lo the navy is a 
good nerve and the ability to keep 
from getting rattled. 
Many disasters 
have resulted simply because men have 
become rattled while under water. 
It 
Is nothing unusual for a candidate to be 
brought up unconscious after a trial, 
with blood Issuing from his mouth 
and nose as the result of a hemorrhage. 
“The momentary 
relaxation of a 
man’s nerves is apt to bring on an at­ 
tack of this sort, while all the experts 
declare that lf a diver keeps cool and 
preserves his wits he will come out all 
right. Bef ere men are admitted to this 
class they are put through the severest 
sort of a physical examination.”—Bal­ 
timore Sun.

D e s c r i p t i o n o f H o l l o t o B o P l o w e d I n 
B r o o k l y n ’* U n i o n L r a g o o C l u b . 
The I pounder breechloading rapid 
fire gun which Rear Admiral Schley is 
going to present to the Union League 
club of Brooklyn will rest in the club­ 
house on the same pedestal which sup­ 
ported it on Admiral Cervera’s flag 
ship during the battle off Santiago. 
The gun Is In perfect working order 
and still carries its bullet scarred 
shield. It —elglis about 250 pounds. 
After the v’izcnya was disabled Rear 
Admiral J. VY. Philip, at that time in 
command of the Texas, but at present 
commandant of the Brooklyn navy 
yard, with several other officers, visit­ 
ed the wrecked vessels and among 
other things secured this gun. 
It was 
placed on board the Texas, where n 
Krag-Jorgensen rifle was fired point 
blank at the shield at a distance of 20 
feet. 
The bullet penetrated the three- 
quarter luch shell plate as though it 
ha<l been so much paper, making a 
hole about half an luch in diameter, 
says the New York Hun. 
The gun 
was transferred to the 
cruiser 
Brooklyn. 
Schley’s 
flagship, 
where It wus when the Brooklyn was 
sent recently to the Brooklyn yard. 
Captain Jewell of the Brooklyn had it 
scut to Admiral Philip’s office, where 
It was cleaned up. 
It will be turned 
over to the Union League club within 
a few weeks. The gnu will be polished 
and bronzed, while the carriage is to 
be handsomely painted l>efore being 
presented to the club. 
The shield, 
which is semicircular, is about 2 by 4 
feet In sise, and on this will be placed 
the Inscription.

big reading room.

“I am just now hard at work,” said 
a New Orleans promoter, “on one of 
tile biggest, brightest and most spec­ 
tacular enterprises of the present day. 
It originates with an extensive orange 
grower of the lower coast. 
He suffer­ 
ed severely by tile freeze of last sea­ 
son. but lie is a man of unlimited re­ 
sources, and 
lie 
has thought up a 
scheme to wrest tile spoils of winter 
from the clutch of nature. 
No. that 
isn’t a quotation from tile prospectus: 
it’s a simple, modest statem ent of fact. 
His proposition is to take a number of 
bearing orange trees and transplant 
them iii cars especially prepared for 
their 
reception, 
making up special 
trains of, say 20 cars apiece, which, 
averaging six trees each, to g iv e them 
plenty of room, will make 120 trees to 
the train. 
'W hile history does not record a suc­ 
cession of such severe winters as the 
last, still, to be absolutely on the safe 
side, the Intention is to keep the cars 
moving Floridaward, to the extreme 
southern point, and by staying always 
in the warm zone positively Insure the 
life and productiveness of the plant. 
Trees thus treated yield double the 
usual quantity. 
But that is not all. 
As soon as the crop has reached ma­ 
turity the trains will be run north and 
the fruit sold direct from the trees.”— 
New Orleans Times-Democrat. 


SALT RESTORES A FLY’S LIFE 


O m a h a W o m a n T e s t * t h e D i s c o v e r y 
M a d e b y a n E n * l U h n i n n . 
Mrs. Hattie L. Hawver of Omaha, 
according to the Chicago Record, has 
Just proved the efficacy of salt in re­ 
storing life to insects which had pre­ 
sumably 
become 
inanimate 
from 
drowning. Concerning the experiment 
made Mrs. Hawver said: 
“After reading the account of the 
discovery of the young English me­ 
chanic Mansfield, in which it was al­ 
leged that insects uud animals appar­ 
ently dead from drowning had been 
resuscitated by the application of salt, 
I gave tile experiment a trial. 
I cap­ 
tured a common house fly aud held it 
under the water until all signs of life 
were gone. When I went to remove it, 
it was at the bottom of the howl. 
I 
laid It on a cloth and sprinkled a lib­ 
eral supply of salt over it. 
It did not 
creep out aud fly oft’ in ‘two minutes,’ 
und when nearly half an hour had 
passed without result I was almost 
ready to call Hie ‘great discovery’ a 
great fake. 
A few minutes later, how­ 
ever, my fly hegau to kick aud then 
walked away.” 
Mrs. 
Hawver suggests 
that 
salt 
might prove a valuable remedy In the 
treatment of dropsy by the application 
of dry 
salt 
baths. 
Regarding this 
theory a member of the Creighton 
Medical college faculty 
expressed a 
doubt that salt would have any effect 
in the treatment of dropsy.
